Safe From Jap Prison 


Mr. and Mrs. M. L. Gilbert, of Rt. 
1, Hamlin, received a letter from 
their son, Norman C. Gilbert, last 
Monday, stating that he was free 
from the Japs’ prison, and in Ameri­ 
can hands. Then on Wednesday, they 
received a message from the War 
Department that their son was in 
American hands and that his physic­ 
al condition was fair. This was joy­ 
ful news to these parents. 
Young Gilbert volunteered for for­ 
eign service on March 3, 194 1, and 
was sent to Hawaii where he train­ 
ed two months, and at his request, 
was sent to the Philippines. He was 
captured May 6, 194 2. Monday was 
the first time his parents had heard 
from him since Dec. 19, 194 1. The 
Red Cross reported to them that 
Norman was a prisoner. This boy 
should be coming home soon.

TECH. SGT. HARVEY ELKINS 
VISITED IN HAMLIN SATURDAY 


Well, Sir, the happiest, smilingest 
face we have seen in a long time was 
that of Tech. Sgt. Harvey J. Elkins, 
last Saturday afternoon. You see, 
Harvey had been keeping company 
with the “ India Cows’’ for over two 
years, and it took him a long time 
to get to Hamlin after returning to 
the States last September. It would 
“ tickle a monkey” to hear him tell 
about how he shuffled to get ready 
to come home on short notice. He 
said he remembered how some of the 
boys got as far as the ship side and 
then were called back, so he made 
the dust fly, and never felt easy un­ 
til his ship started. After a long trav­ 
el over much water, he completed 
his trip around the world, arriving 
at Camp Shelby, Miss., from the 
west. 
He said, “ I left this country from 
the East Coast, March, 194 2, went 
across the Atlantic, around Africa 
and up to India. . .then after 30 
months there with the army air forc­ 


es, I started home by way of Aus­ 
tralia, and up across the Pacific to 
San Francisco, and by train to Camp 
Shelby. . .and now if that is not 
around the world, what is it?” 
Harvey is a son of Mr. and Mrs. 
W. C. Elkins, well known in Hamlin. 
They now live in Orange, Texas, 
where Mr. Elkins is helping- build 
ships. So when Harvey reached Camp 
Shelby, he had a short distance to go 
to see his parents. After 21 day3, he 
went to Miami Beach where he said 
they treated returned soldiers like 
kings. . .there they had “ everything’* 
for 12 days, and then were sent to 
Myrtle Beach Army Air Base, S. C. 
Sgt. Elkins has lost most of hid 


h a if, and maybe that is w h y his grins 
are so long. He weighs more than 
ever before, and he says all he has 
to do now is “wait to see what they 
will tell him to do next.” 
While in India, he met up with 
George Clay, Charles Alexander, and 
Miss Frances Ruth Bailey. Miss Bai­ 
ley is a lieutenant and is head nurse 
of a large hospital. He saw her just 
before he came home.

war effo rt will no t suffer as the result.

HONESTY IN RELIGION 


Honesty is one of the greatest virtues one can possess. The 
Bible repeatedly demands it of every child of God. However, in 
the matter of the salvation of one’s soul, it is not all sufficient. 


People often mistake honesty for the whole requirement of God. 
“Just so a man is honest,” we hear it said, “he is all right. He will 
make it to heaven.” 


Religion is the only thing in this world in which people will be­ 
lieve that honesty is the only essential to being .'aft* and right. 
Here is a traveller. He wants to go to a certain place and thinks he 
is on the right road. He is honest and sincere. But he is going in 
the wrong direction. Does his honesty in believing he is right bring 
him to the desired destination? Certainly not, and no one would so 
affirm. 


Why then, do we expect a rule to work in religion that certainly 
will not work anywhere else? Surely, such reasoning is not good. | 
The Bible tells of many occasions in which people were honestly 
mistaken, and also reveals the fact that dire consequences follew 
mistakes, whether honest or otherwise. 


Take the young prophet in I Kings 13 for example. 
(Please 
turn now and read this account; you wrill miss the value of this 
article if you do not.) He was honest in his convictions and proved 
it by going from Judah to Bethel to denounce Jeroboam for his 
idolatry 
He further proved he desired to do God’s will by refusing 
to oat, drink or dwell in the land, and by determining to return an­ 
other way, as God had directed. 


But as he had fulfilled his assignment, and was returning as per 
instructions, -an old prophet intercepted him and lied to him, saying 
that God had changed his orders and that the young prophet wag 
to return with him to Bethel and eat. Sincerely and honestly, the 
young prophet believed him, and as a result, incurred the wrath of 
God and brought about his own death. 
Honestly alone was not 
enough. God warns: “Be not deceived.” John said: “Believe not 
every spirit, but try the spirits, whether they are of God; because 
many false prophets have gone out into the world.” I John 4:1. 


Saul of Tarsus is another example of the same thing; mistaken 
honesty. “I have lived in all good conscience before God until this 
day,” he declared in Jerusalem. 
(Acts 23:1) 
Certainly he had 
been In nest all along but in his honesty by his own statement he 
was found to be the chief of sinners and said, “beyond measure I 
persecuted the church of God and wasted it.” 


Sure, he was honest, had deep convictions, was zealous and sin­ 
cere. But he was wrong. Jesus said to him: “ Why persecutist thou 
me?” He had to believe in the Christ whom he was persecuting 
and was required “to be baptized and wash away thy sins, calling 
on the name of the Lord.” Acts 22:16. Honesty was not enough. 
Obedience was essential. 


Nothing is more reasonable than true religion. God said: “Come 
now and let Us reason tiogether. Though your sins be as scarlet, 
they shall be as white as snow; though they be ret! like crimson, 
they shall be as wool. If ye be willing and obedient, ye shall eat 
the good of the land; but if ye refuse and rebel, ye shall be devoured 
by the sword, for the mouth of the Lord hath spoken it.” (Isa. 1: 
18-20) 


God says: “There is a way that seemeth right to a man, but the 
ends thereof are the ways of death.” Prov. 14:12. 


The very fact that God provides the Bible for us to read is proof 
positive that honesty alone is not enough. He expects us to have 
the information. He wants us to know the right way. He exacts 
intelligent obedience of every accountable soul who is goin^r to 
heaven. 


The Apostle Peter says, “but sanctify in your hearts Christ as 
Lord: being ready always to give answer to every man that esketh 
you a reason concerning the hope that is in you, yet with meekness 
and fear.” (I Peter 3:15). Paul says, “And to you that are afflicted 
rest with us, at the revelation of the Lord Jesus from heaven with 
the angels of his power in flaming fire, rendering vengeance to 
them that know not God, and to them that OBEY NOT THE GOS­ 
PEL OF OUR LORD JESUS: who shall suffer punishment, even 
eternal destruction from the face of the Lord and from the glory 
of his might.”
